Remarking on how nmall a circum- 


stance may decide our i lestiny for good 
or evil, for importance or insignifi- 
cance, a New York pap 5r tells how Al- 
exander Hamilton owed the beginning 
of his remarkable career to a hurricane:

This attracted so muca atten- 
tion as to induce his friends—he was 
only 15 then—to gratify his oft-ex- 
pressed wish for a better education 
than the West Indies could afford. The 
result was that he was sent to this coun- 
try, going first to a grammar school at 
Elizabethtown, N. J. He then entered 
King's (now Columbia) College, and 
had the intent to acqn unt himself with 
anatomy, in addition to his regular 
studies, with, the viey of practicing 
medicine.

It is a branch of tbis 
current that enables the cod to live and 
multiply abont BJock island and N m- 
tucket shoals, in water at 40 deg., wlile 
farther north bathers at the beach lax- 
uriaie in water at 70 deg. The same 
current forces its way into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, which is the most profit- 
able fishing ground in the world. *nd 
probably has something to do with ;he 
pnenomenai tides in the Bay of EunJy. 
This current brings not only cold water 
but fpod for the fish. This food con- 
sists of diatoms and other minute f01 ms 
of vegetable and animal life. Com jng 
into existence in a latitude higher titan 
that of the fish that devour it, this food 
is swept southward by the great Arctic 
current, and wherever it is found bhe 
waters are almost i Jive with fish. P:rof.

There must ba no angles, and 
the curves and movements must be 
made very slowly in order to be effect- 
ive. The dancer must know how to 
hinder her body from following the 
movement of her arms or her legs. 
Whatever stops she may be taking with 
her feet, whatever curves she may make 
with he^r arms, her body should be in re- 
pose, a$ though her limbs were uncon- 
nected pdth it. To realize the effect of 
gracefu|l movement, let any one observe 
the movements of a bad ciancer on the 
stage. 'Instead of only dancing from 
her waijst, her body is twisted this way 
and that with every step she takes, and 
thus she produces the impression of a 
young heifer indulging in gambols.—

in 495 seconds of time. I:i order, how- 
ever, that they ciay accornphsh the long 
journey iii suchj a time, th5y must travel 
with a spdfed oi nearh 18S,000 miles in 
a second, ur, in other words, with a ve- 
locity 1,000,000 times grei.ter than that 
with which the vibrations |of sound are 
propagated through tha air. The dis- 
covery of the ra^e of the propagation of 
hght was niade in a very ingenious and 
remarkable way'by the Danish astrono- 
mer licenser jpst two centuries ago. 
He was aft that time resit ling at Paris 
and engaged in observing the move- 
ments of tjie satellites of Tnpiter, and, 
while doirig so, he happened to notice 
that the return of the first satellite inu> 
the shadow of the planet took place 
after a perceptibly-longer interval with 
each successive [recurrence. After 100 
returns, tne satellite was fifteen minutes 
benind what should, to appearance, 
have been, the proper instant for its 
plunge into the shadow! While re- 
flecting 
jupon the possible 
cause 


of this Retardation and irregularity, 
it occurred to Roemer that, dur- 
ing the entire period of tiis observed 
retardatio^, the planet itself had been 
getting further and further away from 
the earth, fts it swept on iii its vast or- 
bit, and that, if the indication of its 
position and behavior hac. to be con- 
veyed to the earth by an agent which 
required time for its progress, that 
agent would obviously need more time 
for the performance of its passage 
when the planet was fai away than 
•when it was near. Subsequent calcula- 
tions of a more refined and exhaustive 
character established the fact that the 
eclipse of the satellite occurred 16} 
minutes liter when the earth was on 
the opposite side of the sun to the 
planet than when it was between the 
eun and the planet: or, in other words, 
that the vibrations tof hght required 16^ 
minutes to make their way across the 
entire breadth of the earth's orbit, or 
. minutes, to traverse the half of that 


breadth, which is the same thing as the 
distance of the sun from the earth. 


A Prehistoric Bottomless Well.

Learning the Ballet. 


To learn how to dance OIL the stage 


requires considerable time. A girl is 
first taught to turn her leei out by 
standing with the toe of e tea foot to 
the heel of the other. The next thing 
is to give her "a point." T iis is done 
by seating her on a form with one leg 
strapped td it at the knee-joint, while a 
person presses the toe down so as to 
arch the instep. Then sho is told to 
hold on to 4 bar and to thn >w each leg 
as high as possible without bending the 
knee. Tim exercise loosens the joints 
and render^ them supple. After daily 
work of this kind during some months, 
and sometieies years, the gi 1 is taught 
steps aad learns to walk upon her toes. 


Getting Oranges and Apples. 


To cut the orange, make two parallel 


cuts, tl .rough the skin only, leaving a 
continuous band about an inch wide 
round the body of the orange. Remove 
the resi of the peel. 
Cut through the 


band once, just over one of the natural 
divisions, and gently force the whole 
opejj. and out, leaving each section de- 
tach<-u from the other, but still fast to 
the baqd of pe^l.

The iipple :s cut by setting the blade 


of a narrow, sharp-pointed knife in the 
obliquel position of the intended cut, 
and pushing it, point first, directly to 
the core. 
When all the cuts are so 


made, the apple will come apart in a 
very pretty manner. 
Care must be 


taken not to let the knife slip through 
the apple into the hand. 


Here is a good though not a new way 


to cut an apple so that it willlook whole 
and unmarked while in the dish, but, 
when pared, will fall to pieces without 
being cut with a knife: 


Take a fine needle and a thin, strong 


thread; insert the needle at the stem of 
the apple in such a way that the point 
will come out again away from the aiem 
and a short distance from the first in- 
sertion; pull the needle and thread 
through very carefully, so as not to 
break tjhe skin or enlarge the holes, 
leaving|a few inches of thread hanging 
at the stem. Then put the needle back 
into the second hole, thrust it in the 
same direction as before, bringing out 
the point still farther from the stem, and 
again pull the thread through. Go 
on in lihi-4 way ^iraight around the 
apple, and, when tho -thread comes out 
at the stem, pull it b» both ends very 
carefully, until ui 
hws cut entirely 


through and comes out o' She apple. If 
parted now the fruit would ia'l in 
halves, ,bnt, by working the thread 
round under the skin as before, at right 
angles io tie first cut, and again pulling 
the thread quite through at the stem, 
the apple will fall into quarters. 


After a little practice the cutting can 


be done so skillfully that only a very 
keen eye will be able to' find out how it 
was accomplished.—St. Nicholas. 


IT is a popular idea that every por- 


tion of the globe furnishes in some tree, 
shrub, plant or luunrrtJ a remedy for 
the diseases prevalent in that section. 
It is also very generally-believed that 
the seedlings produced in any part of 
the country will be found specially 
adapted to tho soil and climate of thafe 
region—very hardy and productive. 
Many persons who raise promising seed- 
ling fruit trees, and who" find that they 
fail in the region where they are pro- 
duced, make no effort to test their value 
in other localities. It would be the 
part of wisdom, however, to send speci 
mens to remote portions of the country 
for the purpose of allowing local horti 
culturists Io test their merits. The 
fruit produced on a seedling apple tree 
originated in Kentucky may rot on the 
branches and be declared worthless. 
But a tree of this variety planted in 
Michigan might mature its fruit in 
prime condition. The Maiden's Blush 
which is a summer apple alongthe Ohio 
nyer, is an excellent laie fall apple in 
this vicinity, and a late keeper in North- 
ern Wisconsin. The Bokbury russet 
and Bhode Island Greening, which keep 
well till April and May in the New En- 
gland S|tateb, not infrequently rot on 
the trees in 
1 Kentucky and Tennessee.

After thirty-six hours' | treatment with 
ozone, the coloring matter was entirely 
lestroyed the most careful scrutiny of the 
page failing to disclose thejact that any 
;>f the lines had once been painted over. 
Writing ink may readily be discharged 
>y ozone, especially if the paper be 
rabsequentjy treated with very dilute 
shlorhydrio acid to remove the oxide 
>f iron.

Sewer-Gas and Disease. 


The authorities of one 01 the largest 


hospitals in London took measures to 
ventilate all the drains and sewers in 
connection with their institution. Up 
to the time these alter itions were made, 
pyaemia and erysipelas had almost 
driven the medical staff i to despair.

Now Russian Wolves Capture Wild 


Horses. 


Whenever wolves associate together 


far mischief, there is always a numerous 
tx«m* of smaller ones to follow in the 
ie«r, and act as auxiliaries in the wort 
of destruction. Two large wolves are 
sufficient to destroy the most powerful 
horse, and seldom more than two begin 
the assault, although there may be i 
score in the gang. It is no less curious 
than amusing to witness their ingenioue 
mode of attack. If there is no enow, or 
but little on the ground, two wolves ap 
proach in the most playful and caress- 
ing manner, lying, rolling and frisking 
about, until the too careless and uhsus 
pecting victim, is completely put off hiii 
guard by curiosity and familiarity 
During this time the gang, squatting, 
are looking on at a distance. 
After 


some time spent this way, the two assailf 
ants separate, when one approaches tho 
horse's head, the other his tail, with i. 
shyness and cunning peculiar to them 
selves. At this stage of the attack their 
frolicsome approaches become very in[ 
teresting ; the former is a mere decoy[ 
the latter is the real assailant, and keeps 
his eyes steadily fixed on the ham- 
strings or flanks of the horse. The 
critical moment is then watched, and 
the attack is simultaneous ; both wolves 
spring at their victim at the same in- 
stant — one to the throat, the other to 
the flank — and if successful, which they 
generally are, the hind one never lets 
go his hold till the horse is completely 
disabled. Instead of springing forward 
or kicking to disengage himself, the 
horse turns round and round, without 
attempting a defense. The wolf before 
then springs behind to assist the other. 
The sinews are then cut, and in half the 
time I have been describing it the horse 
is on its " side ; his struggles are fruit- 
less — the victory is won. I At this signal 
the lookers-on close in at a gallop ; but 
the small-fry of followers keep at a- re- 
spectful distance until their superiors 
are gorged, and then take their turn 
unmolested _ 
.Evolution of tterenTomal institutions.

He keeps insisting that men 
naturally transfer services that propitiat 3 
the living to the propitiation of thj 
ghosts of the dead, and that tho 
ghosts become gods, and that in this wa; r 
the religious ceremonies of Christianity^ 
and of other creeds, axe all connected 
in the long ran with the timid lit 
dog and hu prostrations."
